without Employ ment beyond Sea, and we do now 
know that there was a Deſign between the two 
Crowns to joyn. in aſliſting towards the reſtoring 
the Royal Family, in which Military Men would 
readily have engaged. So we ſhould have been a 
Scene of Blood and Deſolation, and have been de- 
voured by mercileſs Strangers. But God ordered 
it ſo happily, that all this was prevented. The 
Royal Family owed the Reſtoration wholly to the 
Duty and Affections of the Subjects, without any 
Obligation to Foreigners: and leaſt of all to thoſe 
who came but too ſoon to have fo great an Intereſt 
in all our Councils, that with the unhappy Effects 
we continue ſtrugling to this Day. 

* Bur what ill Uſe ſoever was made of this happy 
Turn, we are ſure it was in it ſelf a great Bleſſing ; 
and might have produced glorious Effects, if that 
inveterate Bitterneſs which ſtil] prevails, had nor 
leaven'd the Minds of many, ſo that we did nor 
then ſee the things that belong'd to our Peaec, which 
ſeem ſtill to be hid from our Eyes, We ought to 
bleſs God and to rejoyce in that almoſt miraculous 
Work by which all things among us both inChurch 


and State fell into the old Channel : And we have 


now for Fifty Years felt the happy Effect of living 
under the beſt temper'd Government in the 
World: And tho we have been oftner than once 
brought very near the Brink of Deſtruction, yet 
like Clouds in a dry Time, all went off, without, 
any of thoſe Convulſions that we had reaſon to 
apprehend. We ſaw a Revolution brought about 
in almoſt as calm a manner as the Reſtoration it 
ſelf : By which our Antient Conſtitution was a- 
gain made up, aud ſecured againſt Breaches and 
Attempts made upon it. We have thrice ſince 
that time had Deſcents ard Invaſions in view. 
One of theſe, little more thin two Years ago: 
But ſtill a good Hand of Providence was over us, 
aud covered us, ſo that we are yet ia Peace and 
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© Safety from our Enemies abroad, wiſh I could fay

But as we ought to magnifie God's Goodneſs 
to us in all this, ſo we owe all poſſible Returns 


of Duty and Gratitude to Her Majeſty, under 
whoſe Pious and Prudent Care we enjoy theſe in- 
eſtmiable Bleſſings : We ought both to pray and

© This is one of the Severities of Queen Eliza- 


beth's Reign, whether it be a Wholeſome Severi- | 
ty or not, humane Nature will determine; how- 
ever Wholeſome it might have been eſteem'd in

his Sermons. Such Epiſcopal Tantivies, who can 
make eyen Divine Writ Pimp for the Court, who

great Exceptions were taken at the Formality there- 
of, we will briefly relate the manner of the Conſe- 


cration. 


At the Biſhop's: Approach to the Weſt-Door of 
the Church, ſome that were prepar'd for it, cry'd 


with a loud Voice, Oper, open ye everlaſting Doors, 


that the King of Glory may enter in. And preſently 
the Doors were open'd ;and the Biſhop, with ſome 
Doctors, and many other principal Men, went in, 
and immediately falling dowa upon his Knees, with 
his Eyes lifted up, and his Arms ſpread abroad, ut- 
ter'd theſe Words This Place is holy, this Ground is 
holy : In the Name of the Father, Son, aud Holy Ghoſt, 


I pronounce it holy. 


Then he took up ſome of the Duſt, and threw it 
up into the Air ſeveral Times in his going up to- 
- wards the Chancel ; when they approach'd near to 
the Rail, and Communion Table, the Biſhop bow'd 


towards it ſeveral Times, and returning they went 


round the Church in Proceſſion, ſaying the hundred 
Peſalm, after that, the ninetienth Pſalm, and then - 


ſzid a Form of Prayer, Lord Feſus Chriſt, &c. and 
concluding, We conſecrate this Church, and ſeparate it 


unto thee, as holy Ground, not to be prophan d any more 


to common Uſe. 1 e 
| After this, the Biſhop being near the Communion 
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Table, and taking a written Book in his Hand, pro: 
nounced Curſes upon thoſe that ſhould afterwards 


prophane that holy Place by Muſters. of Soldiers, 
or keeping prophane Law Courts, or carrying Bur- 


dens through it; and at the end of every Curſe, he 


bow'd towards the Eaſt, and ſaid, Let all the People 
jo, Amen. | 


When the Curſes were ended, he EE 


number of Bleſſings upon all thoſe that had any 


Hand in framing and building of that ſacred and 


beautiful Church, and thoſe that had given, \ and 
ſhould hereafter give any Chalices, Plate, Otna- 
ments, or Utenſils: And at the End of every Bleſ- 
ſing, he bow'd towards the 
People ſay, Amen f | 

After this, follow'd the Sermon; which being 


ended, the Biſhop conſecrated and adminiſter'd the 


Sacrament, in manner following. 


As he approach'd the Communion Table, he made 


| ſeveral lowly Bowings ; and coming up to the fide 

of the Table, where the Bread and Wine were co- 
ver'd, he bew'd ſeven Times, and then after the 
reading of many Prayers, he came near the Bread, 


and gently lifted up the Corner of the Napkin 
wherein the Bread was laid; and when he beheld 
the Bread, he laid it down again, flew back a Step or 


two, bow'd three ſeveral Times towards it, then he 


drew near again, and open'd the Napkin, and bow'd 


às before. 8 : 
Then he laid his Hand on the Cup, which was 
Full of Wine, with a Cover upon it, whick he ler 
go again, went back and bow'd thrice towards it, 


then be came near again; and lifting up ihe Cover 


of the Cup, look'd into it, and ſeeing the Wine, he 
let fall the Cover again, retir'd back, and bow'd as 


before; then he receiv'd the Sacrament, and gave 


it to ſome principal Men; after which, many Pray- 


ers 


Eaſt, ſaying, Let all the 
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ers being ſaid, the Solemnity of the Conſecration 


ended.
